Arizona Senator Lays His 
View Before Senate That 
Campaign Resembled Auc- 
tion More Than Election. 


EXTRACTS FROM 
TESTIMONY GIVEN 


Sarcastic Reference Made to 
Disappearance of Books 
and Records of Campaign 
Committee.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Sena- 

tor Henry F. Ashurst, Democrat, of 


Arizona, today laid before the Senate 
a stinging minority report, declaring 
that the senatorial campaign in 
Michigan by which Truman H. New- 
berry obtained his seat as Senator 
“nartook more of the character of 
an auction than an election;” that 
Newberry, despite his sworn state- 
ment to the contrary, inevitably 
knew the facts regarding the cam- 
paign, and that Newberry’s seat, be- 
cause his credentials are “stained by 
fraud and tainted by illegal expendi- 
tures of money,” ought to be de- 
clared vacant. 

Ashurst supports his findings with 
liberal extracts from the testimony 
given before theo subcommittee, 
headed by Senator Spencer of Mis- 
souri, which investigated the charges 
of Henry Ford that Newberry se- 
cured his seat by wholesale corrup- 
tion of the Michigan electorate. 

Other quotations are given from 
the bill of exceptions in the Newber- 
ry criminal case, which was made a 
part of the record of the Senate in- 
vestigating committee. Newberry was 
first convicted and sentenced to fail 
in a Michigan Federal court, on in- 
dictments charging violation of the 
Federal corrupt practices act, but 
iater was freed by the United States 
Supreme Court on the ground that 
the act was unconstitutional in its 
application to State primaries. 

Sarcastic References. 

Sarcastic reference is made by 
Ashurst to the ‘‘mysterious’”’ disap- 
pearance of books and records of the 
Newberry Campaign Committee. In 
the face of warnings that a search- 
ing investigation would be made, he 
says, persons in charge of the cam- 
paign exhibited indifference toward 
the -preservation of records, and at 
the. hearing before the subcommit- 


tee evaded questions which it would 
have been awkward to answer by 
telling the committee that the books 
had been lost. 

To illustrate how “work” was done 
for, Newberry, Ashurst quotes a let- 
ter written to the candidate by Paul 
King, his campaign manager, in 
which King said that a certain labor 
paper was “weakening” in its sup- 
port of one of Newberry’s opponents 
and that he was arranging to have a 
page advertisement for Newberry in- 
serted in the paper just before the 
primaries. 

Fred Cody, a Newberry agent, is 
quoted as having predicted ‘a great 
time for the boys in Michigan, be- 
‘auso they will spend a barrel of 
money,” and numerous other cita- 
tions of the record are given to prove 
that “‘the sky was the limit” in the 
campaign and that Newberry was 
fully aware of what was being done 
in hig behalf. 


Government Exhibit No. 60. 

“It is disclosed by Government 
exhibit No. 60,” says the Ashurst re- 
port, “that the sum of $176,586 was 
disbursed by the Truman H. New- 
berry senatorial committee, accord- 
ing to statements on file in the office 
of the County Clerk of Wayne, Mich.., 
and this does not include several 
thousand dollars disbursed later in 
payment of additional expenses in- 
curred, 

“The majority of the committee 
say: ‘The amount of money spent at 
the primary was large—too large— 
> © *,” and, further, ‘Your com- 
mittee condemns the use of such a 
large sum of money in any primary 
campaign *® * * To these expres- 
sions I will simply add that the law 
and public policy also condemn the 
use ‘of such a large sum of money in 
any primary campaign.’ 

“The men who managed the cam- 
paign for Mr. Newberry, the sitting 
member, exhibited fertility, effi- 
eclency and industry that could well 
be admired, if employed in transac- 
tions not discreditable, but in this 
episode, as is apt to be the fate of 


most feats of left-handed wisdom, 


their mystifying methods and their 
juggling of accounts aroused a pub- 
lic resentment which in no small de- 
gree contributed to the very results 
these campaign managers thought 
they were avoiding—detection and 
trouble, 

“The failure of the Newberry 
campaign committee to keep regu- 
lar accounts, the shifting of records 
and papers concerning the campaign. 
from one place to another, the jug- 
gliing of money from one account to 
another, and the adoption of mys- 
terious and unusual methods and 
voundabout ways regarding matters 
tnat might just as well have been 
performed in the open, are not the 
methods and habits of candidates 
seeking to obey the law.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Agree- 
ment for a fina! vote by the Senate 
on Oct. 15 on ratification of the 
peace treaty with Germany is under 
negotiation between Republican and 
Democratic leaders, 

The date of Oct. 15 was suggested 
by Senator Underwood of Alabama, 
the Democratic leader, in conference 
with Senator Lodge of Massachu- 
setts, Republican leader, and efforts 
were made to obtain support from 
both sides. 

Pending the negotiations Repub- 
licans were said to be prepared to 
call off their program for night ses- 
sions of the Senate. 

Democratic Senators, meeting in 
conference today. agreed to demand 
“reasonable consideration’ before 
voting on ratification of the peace 
treaties with Germany, Austria and 
Hungary. 

Senator Underwood of Alabama, 
Democratic leader, announcing the 
results of the conference, said this 
meant opposition-to the Republican 
proposal that night sessions be con- 
tinued with a vote to come whenever 
no Senator was prepared to speak. 

“If we cannot have reasonable 
consideration, we have the power 
and are prepared to use it to stop 
the treaty,’ said Senator Under- 
wood.

PRESIDENT NOT TO OPPOSE 
NEW CLOTURE RULE FOR SENATE

WASHINGON, Sept. 29.—Backed 
by assurances of noninterference 
from President Harding, Republican 
Senators today renewed with fresh 
vigor their campaign for a new Sen- 
ate cloture rule to prevent filibuster- 
ing and obstructive debate. 

The principal immediate task be- 
fore the group of Republicans advo- 
cating the change in time-honored 
Senate procedure was said to be 
conversion of a few prominent lead- 
ers, notably Senator Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts, floor leader. The pro- 
posed new rule was meeting with 
such favor among the rank and file 
of Republicans, its sponsors’ said, 
that they hoped to get pledges from 
a large majority of the Republican 
membership. 

There are, however, several influ- 
ential Senators, including Senators 
Johnson of California, LaFollette, 
Wisconsin, and Borah, Idaho, who 
are opposed to the change. 

President Harding’s assent to the 
new cloture movement was reported 
to be grounded on the fact that the 
matter was one of Senate rules, de- 
signed to expedite business, and a 
matter for the Senate itself to de- 
termine. The President, it was un- 
derstood, agreed to a “hands off’ 
attitude, although not opposing the 
plan.

NEW SHIPPING RATES DRAWN 
TO BENEFIT AMERICAN EXPORTERS 


Schedules Decided on by Conference 
of Railroad, Steamship and Ex- 
porting Interests.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—New 
shipping rates aimed to benefit the 
American exporting trade and to es- 
tablish cargo rates were adopted 
yesterday at a meeting of rallroad, 
steamship and exporting and im- 
porting interests and will be sub- 
mitted shortly the Journal of Com- 
merce says, to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for approval. 

The action yes* rcay resulted from 
a series of conferences extending 
over several weeks and its result is 
expected to make effective the pref- 
erential rates of the shipping act.of 
1920, for upbuilding the American 
merchant marine. 

The rates adopted thus far apply 
only to grains, save shipments to 
Havre, Bordeaux and Amsterdam, 
where general cargo reductions were 
decided upon, the paper says. The 
rates adopted per 100 pounus were: 
wheat i% cents to Great Britain; 
18 cents to Hamburg and Bremen. 
Barley——20 cents to Great Britain: 
22 cents to Hamburg and Bremen. 
Flour—21% cents to Great Britain 
and 23 cents to Hamburg and Bre- 
men. General ~argo rates to Havre 
40 cents per cubic foot and 75 cents 
per 100 pounda. 

The new rates present a reduction 
of 5 cents on grain from the North 
Atlantic range to all ports save Re- 
val and Reca) River.
